Terrible Stories of Cruellies. 


The greater part of the testimony

Their insistence failing to 
obtain money, they took her and her 
sister into the court of the house, 
where Anita was stood against the 
wall to be shot. A firing- squad was 
ranged in front of her and the leader 
raised his arm. Its fall would be the 
signal to fire. Again he received the 
same answer, "We have no money 
here."

C. Russell gave an inspiring address 
on "Communjty, Builders." It was a 
series of addresses, none so long as 
to be tiresome, which inspired each 
listener to higher ideals of citizenship, 
and left behind a lasting impression 
for good in every heart. 
'Preceding the addresses, a delicious 


dinner was served by the ladies of 
the church, the menu beginning with 
delicious bouillon, 
followed 
among 


other viands by abundant chicken pie 
with proper accessories, steamed fruit 
pudding and fragrant 
coffee, after 


which all settled back comfortably 
and waited with expectation, which 
in fulfillment had no touch of disap- 
pointment, the feast of mind 
and 


spirit which had been prepared. As 
for the attendance, it may be said in 
passing that there were fully 200 cov- 
ers laid, and of refreshment alike for 
mind and body there was abundance 
for all. 


The music for the evening was pro- 


vidtd, as the 
program 
announced, 


"through the courtesy o? the. Elks" 
Male chorus." Every chrrus and solo 
number was heartily applauded, as in 
fact it richly deserved to be. .The 
chorus, though singing ofter in One- 
onta, had never been heard to better 
advantage or by an audience more ap- 
preciative. 


The first speaker of the evening, as 


above noted, was W. H. Fiuhrer, and 
his address, which v.-.s on "The Com- 
munity Spirit," toushed from the first 
sentences the important features of 
the general th^ne. 
Beginning with 


the utterance of Theodore Roosevelt 
to the effect that the world to be 
good for any to live in mus. be made 
good for all to live in, he set forth the 
pertinentr fact that better health, edu- 
cation, finer physical and mental de- 
velopment, and closer fellowship were 
a few ot the things which make our 
own or,any other community better 
to live in. Largely, perhaps, inspired 
by-the neeessitie* of the recent war- 
like time, it has come now to be un- 
derstood that the fine work of the 
community centers in war should for 
the welfare of mankind be continued' 
at home in times of peace. Taking a 
text from George Eliot, that it is more 
important to direct the leisure of the 
world than its industries, he empha- 
sized as a duty of citizenship that of 
creating an 
atmosphere 
mutually 


helpful, where the community spirit 
walks hand in hand vrith community 
service; and he closed with an elo- 
quent tribute to our city of the future, 
where all shall work intelligently and 
unceasingly for the good of one an- 
other. 


The second speaker 
was 
A. C. 


Lange. the new secretary of the One- 
onta Y. M. C. A., who in his address 
confirmed the general good impres- 
sion -which he has made in the city. 
His subject appropriately was "Com- 
munity Centers." and his opening re- 
marks dwelt largely upon our person- 
al responsibility—upon the fact that 
however \\e may overlook it we are 
in a large sense our brothers' keep- 
ers. Man. he said, is a social creature 
and he needs a friend. It Is from the 
development of this fact that men 
gather in communities, and cities are 
formed, for men love to congregate 
with men. The Y. M. C. A. stands as 
a symbol not of any sectarian spirit 
but of the church universal, giving 
sen ice to all and creating an atmos- 
phere of service, of comfort and of 
genuine goodness for each and all of 
us if \vc would have it so.

speaker, and in

munity Centers." he touched upon the

I have the thoujbt that the people 


of the United State* would lik* to 
know how their coat supply was han- 
dled4arlnf the six weeks' atrlke ofrbl- 
fumlhotis'coil 'miners, which has Just 
come to an end. This was the first na- 
tion-wide coal strike the country ever 
experienced, and therefor* the prob- 
lems arising were norel. Necessarily, 
during; thetemttnuance ot the strike, 
the exact stacks on hand could not be 
made public at all times, although AS 
to all vital facts, the public seems to 
have been kept fully Informed day by 
day. Uncle Sam set up bis own coal 
pile as soon as the strike began and 
kept replenishing It from the mines 
which continued to work, but mean- 
while the pile was being diminished 
more rapidly than new supplies were 
coming in, and before long It became 
a question of keeping people warm 
rather than what industries should be 
continued. Had the strike continued 
much longer many Industries would 
hare had to shut down and people 
thrown out of work, but on the re- 
stricted basis to which the country 
finally came and with the part-time 
production obtained undoubtedly the 
nation could have "carried on" for 
weeks longer, if not months. 


Strik* Anticipated. 


Sereral weeks before the coal strike 


began on November 1 Its coming was 
plainly apparent, and therefore the 
director general of railroads, Walker 
D. Hlnes, consulted with all the re- 
gional directors of railroads and the 
principal members of his staff, and: 
decided that If the strike came it would 
be the Job of the railroad administra- 
tion to make the coal produced go as 
far as possible. 
After thorough dis- 


cussion the plan was adopted of allow- 
ing all coal mined up to the time of the 
strike proceed as billed to consignees 
on the idea that once the strike actu- 
ally began the railroads could look 
after their own and the emergency 
needs of the country by taking over 
coal actually on the rails at that time. 
Through this method foresighted con- 
sumers were placed in a position to 
store tip. i The tlternative method 
would haVe been for the railroads to 
have begun to buy coal early in prepa- 
ration for the strike, thus keeping such 
coal out of normal-channels. 


Prior to the strike a very careful 


survey of stocks on band, both of rail- 
roads, industries and individuals (as 
far as possible) was conducted so that 
the railroad administration went into 
the strike with as accurate knowledge 
of the coal situation throughout the 
country as was obtainable. The ad- 
ministration's original survey on No- 
vember 1 showed 22,000,000 tons of bi- 
tuminous coal on wheels and in rail- 
road storage subject to distribution

To this was added the dally produc- 
tion which totaled 18,800.000 tons IB 
November, and ot the aggregate the 
stocks still available for the tonntry's 
protection on December 1, 12,300,000 
tons aud on December 8, 11,475,000 
ton*. 


Prior to the strike orders were Is- 


sued by the railroad administration 
to give preference to coal loading, and 
this naturally resulted In hardship on 
some Industries. Tbe result was how- 
ever, that In the week ended October 
25 a total of 13,200,000 tons of coal 
was produced and moved In the United 
States, this constituting a record for 
the country. It took hard work by 
everyone concerned to distribute this 
enormous amount of coal. Once the. 
strike was on, the production never 
reached 50 per cent of normal, with 
the result shown above, vis., that In 
addition to using the production every 
day. the stored coal In possession of 
the railroads was depleted in the six 
weeks of the strike from 22,000,000 
tons to 11,375.000 tons. 


Pile Saved Country. 


At times during the strike some com- 


plaints were made regarding the hold- 
ing of this coal in storage and on 
wheels by the railroads. Without such 
a storage, however, the country would 
have suffered much more than It did, 
and It would have been Impossible to 
have looked after the emergency re- 
quirements of the parts of the country 
in greatest need. 
Throughout the 


strike practically all of the coal moved 
was produced In West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania, although some coal was 
produced in Kentucky, Alabama and 
Wyoming and a few other states. The 
great central competitive fields, how- 
ever, closed down completely and out- 
side of the stocks on hand the people 
In that territory bad to depend entirely 
on the coal from the East and npon 
the coal In the hands of the railroads 
to meet just this emergency. 


At the beginning of the strike coal 


was delivered freely to all of the ten 
classes on the fuel administrator's pri- 
ority list, r-nt soon afterward It was 
necessary to restrict deliveries to the 
first five classes, which included rail- 
roads, army and navy, together with 
other departments of the government, 
state and county departments and In- 
stitutions, public utilities, and retail 
dealers, and toward the end of the 
strike It was difficult In some parts of 
the country to meet even these re- 
quirements, due to the fact that princi- 
pally in thfr middle West the stocks 
became almost exhausted and It was 
necessary to depend practically en- 
tirely npon the coal produced in the 
East 
The amount which could be 


shipped West was limited, not by car 
supply, but by transportation facilities 
and the necessity for moving tflis 
coal West was one of the reasons for 
the curtailment of passenger service 
in all parts of the country, which nat- 
urally led to some hardships and some 
complaints. 


With regard to these complaints, a 


careful survey shows that, taken as 
a whole, the country has stood re- 
markably well tlie restrictions which 
had to be placed. 


Restrictions Enforced*. 


The action of the government dur- 


ing the strike which caused the great- 
est comment was the placing of restric- 
tions in connection with the use of bi- 
tuminous coal, and coke in supplying 
light, heat and power to stores, office 
buildings,

Harry A. Garnold. the fuel administra- 
tor, who had tendered his resignation 
mouths before, but whose resignation 
had not been accepted nnd whose pow- 
ers had only been suspended, not an- 
nulled, was called back Into service 
and Issued an order re-establishing 
control over the distribution of coal, 
making the director general of rail- 
roads his agent, nud re-establishing 
the priority orders In effect during the 
war. 
At the same time, and to pre- 


vent profiteering, the fuel administra- 
tor issued orders le-establlshlng the 
government maximum prices on bitu- 
minous coal. The day the strike began 
Mr. Spencer put his organi/atlon Into 
effect throughout tlio country, and 
from then on the problem was one 
ot distributing coal and looking'sfter 
the constantly decreasing stock of the 
country. 


On the Job Every Day. 


The committee remained In practi- 


cally continuous session every day of 
the strike, Including Sundays, and as 
rapidly as telegrams and letters came 
in, took Immediate action. 


Back of this committee nnd co-oper- 


ating closely with It ha%e been re- 
gional and district local coal com- 
mittees, picked in advance of the 
strike and established

after the strike began. On these re- 
gional and local coal committees has 
fallen a very large share of the bur- 
den of handling the coal distribution 
problems from day to day, and It is to 
the credit of these committees that 
they have had a minimum of clashes 
with state or local authorities when 
It is appreciated that on these com-

fuel administration 


through the war and when It Is appre- 
ciated that these committees always 
were limited in what they could do 
by the stocks of coal on hand, It will 
be realized that their work was of 
the most difficult character. 


One of the chief difficulties in the 


situation was the fact that conditions 
throughout the United States were so 
widely different that it was Apparent 
that It would be impossible to deal 
with all sections of the country alike.
